WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(AP)—The United ee: Navy 
got for its boss today one of the strictest, toughest seadogs 


ever to fly the four stars of a full admiral from his personal | 
flag. 

That was the enthusiastic opin- 
ion in Naval quarters when word 
spread that President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Knox had entrusted 
Ernest Joseph King with the grav- 
est responsibility yet placed upon 
American Naval officer—the 
responsibility of fighting a Naval 
war on two oceans with a fleet 
that has not finally grown to two- 
ocean size. 

Among Naval mén, there 
no doubt that the job had been 
given to King—a veteran of two 
wars before this one-—principally 
because of his work this year as 
chief of Naval forces in the At- 
lantic.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—()— 
United States funds authorized for 
war purposes up to the present 
time. total $74.440,000,000, it was 
estimated today by OPM experts. 

They said the total included 
congressional appropriations, con- 
tract authorizations and Recone- 
struction Finance Corporation 
commitments. 

The OPM production division 
said new requirements resulting 
from the United States’ entry into 
the war would increase by nearly 
$1,000,000,000 the original esti- 
mates of money needed for all 
types of construction during 1942. 

Preliminary estimates under the 
old defense program put the con- 
struction total next year at about 
$10,400,000,000—compared with 
the $11,000,000,000 expected to be 
spent in 1941. 

Today’s estimate boosted the 
total to approximately $11,250,- 
000,000, all of which will be for 
defense construction or construc- 
tion essential to health and safety, 
the OPM said.

After 5 Years 


Teacher Who Battered 
Father to Death 
Given Pardon. 


RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 20.—() 
Edith Maxwell, a young brunet 
school teacher whose trial for the 
murder of her father directed the 
attention of the nation to the quiet 
Wise county courthouse in the 
Cumberland mountains six years 
ago, has been freed by the stat 
of Virginia after serving a fourth 
of her 20-year prison sentence. 

Governor James H. Price took 
the clemency action on the recom- 
mendations of the woman's prison 
farm superintendent and the trial 
judge. He noted that the girl had 
been a model prisoner “and the 
interest of society will be best 
served by a pardon being granted.” 
The pardon, conditioned upon her 
behavior in civilian life, is subject 
to revocation by the Governor. 

Employment Provided. 

The Governor said employment 
had been provided for her, but 
did not disclose where she would 
work. 

The two-year legal battle to save 
Edith from prison for the slaying 
of her coal miner-blacksmith fa- 


ther, Trigg Maxwell, at their plain 
little home in the Pound, Va., sec- 
ition near the Kentucky border 
'came to an end on Armistice Day, 
1937. She was tried twice. The 
first instance the Virginia supreme 
court of appeals voided a first- 
degree murder conviction and 25- 
year sentence and remanded the 
case for new trial. 

Edith, defended by a battery of 
attorneys, contended her father, 
in a drunken rage, had threatened 
to run her mother off the place 
and had threatened to beat her. 
She struck him with the heel of a 
slipper she snatched up during 
a scuffle, Edith testified, when he 
came at her with a knife. 

State’s Contention. 

The state argued, however, that 
the 21-year-old girl had wielded 
a heavy instrument to make the 
wounds on Trigg Maxwell’s head 
—possibly an electric iron. 

At the second trial, which had 
been ordered by the supreme court 
on the ruling that no evidence to 
support the first-degree charge 
had been introduced at the first 
hearing, another Wise county jury 
returned a verdict of second-degree 
murder and fixed her punishment 
at the maximum—20 years. This 
verdict was upheld by the Vir- 
ginia appellate court.

Alien Enemy 
Hearing Board 


Biddle Names Three At- 
lantans, Roman for 
North Georgia.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—At- 
torney General Biddle today an- 
nounced the appointment of two 
alien enemy hearing boards in 
Georgia—one for the northern and 
the other for the southern juris- 
diction—to function in considering 


petitions for release of aliens held 
in the recent FBI roundup. 

The northern jurisdiction board, 
with headquarters in Atlanta, will 
be composed of Robert F. Maddox, 
as chairman; Thomas H. Daniel 
and James A. Branch, all of At- 
lanta, together with Osgood P. 
Willingham, of Rome. 


The southern jurisdiction board, 
with headquarters at Savannah, 
will be headed by John G. Ken- 
nedy, chairman; and will include 
Cheshire Nash and Thomas F. 
Walsh, all of Savannah. 

To Function at Once. 

The boards will start function- 
ing at once, it was stated. 

Similar bodies were named for 
some 20 other judicial districts 
over the country. They will hear 
the cases of all enemy aliens 
brought before them individually 
and will make recommendations 
to the attorney general, who will 
render the final decision as to the 
disposition of each alien. enemy 
case. The board may recommend 
that the alien enemy be (1) re- 
leased unconditionally; (2) pa- 
roled, or (3) interned for the du- 


ration of the war. 


The number of alien enemy 
hearing boards in each judicial 
district varies according 


in the district. The de- 
partment estimates that in dis- 
tricts where a substantial number 
of alien enemies have been de- 
tained there will be one board for 
every 50 enemy aliens. 

Tribunals for Hearings. 

In anticipation of any absences 
on the part of board members, 
some of the hearing boards will 
consist of more than three per- 
sons, but in no instance will more 
than three members of a board 
hear'a case. 

Board hearings will be conduct- 
ed under the supervision of the

be made, especially in cases where 
confidential information of pos- 
sible value to the enemy is in- 
volved.

FORT WORTH, Tex., Dec. 20.— 
Texas Christian University devel-

“Everybody was very fond of 
Burton,” Professor Armstron,. de- 
clared, “and all of us will miss 
him, including the old grads who 
come back to the campus every 
fall,” 

LOVED BY JACKETS. 

Pup Phillips, all-American cen- 
ter for the Jackets back in 1919, 
said that he talked to Burton last 
week and advised him to “get in 
bed and get well.”

There is one custom that con- 
servationista would like to see 
practiced during the winter in 
Georgia, according to Major Tram- 
mell Scott, president of the Geor- 
gia Wildlife Federation. It is the 
old European practice of raising a 
sheaf of grain on a pole to sym- 
bolize man’s response to the needs 
of wildlife. 


Although the winter in Georgia 
has been unusually mild, many 
birds and animals will require the 
help of humans before next March, 
the federation leaaer explained. 

Scott made the following state- 
ment: 

“Corn, wheat, rye, barley, sun- 
flower heads and other game foods 
should be made easily available to 
wild animals. To be really help- 
ful, however, winter feeding 
‘should be well planned and sus- 
tained. 

“By midwinter, upland game 
birds, many songbirds, some small 
mammals and, more rarely, big- 
game mammals are often crowded 
into restricted patches of cover 
and forced to subsist on scanty and 
ag eer foods. 

ity residents as well as farm- 
ers can help feed wildlife bread 
lines. A city or town game club 
can organize a winter-feeding pro- 
gram by raising funds, soliciting 
labor, and obtaining the co-opera- 
tion of hunters, Boy Scouts, wom- 
en's clubs, the local press and 
others. 

“Arrangements should be made 
with local farmers for wholesale, 
systematic feedings. The farmers 
can best do the work. It is pointed 
out, however, that any organiza- 
tion asking a farmer to leave 
standing or shocked ‘corn in the 
field should pay the farmer for the 
corn. 

“If hunters and outdoor enthusi- 
asts make the production of game 
profitable for the farmer even in a 
small way, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose he will be willing to leave a 
half-acre thicket here and there 
for cover and food and that he 
will take an interest in increasing 
wildlife stock.”

The creature had some of the 
characters of a gigantic gibbon. 
The first skull was discovered 
about 50 years ago by the Dutch 
Anthropologist Dubois. It could 
not be said positively that it was 
not the skull of an ape with some 
brain malady. 

Could Not Be True. 

The new skulls and jaws he has 
found, Dr. von Koenigswald re- 
ports to the Carnegie, show posi- 
tively that this could not be true. 
Several individuals with the same 


'abnormality could not be expected. 


His brain capacity is calculated 


at between 800 and 1,000 cubic 
centimeters. 


The biggest brain 
found among living apes is about 
650 cubic centimeters for a male 
gorilla. The gap of at least 150— 
true for all pithecanthropus skulls 
itself sufficient to 
require a human classification. 

A little later a considerable more 
advanced member of the human 
family was living in China—the 
so-called sinanthropus. His skull 
capacity ranged from 900 to 1,200 
cubic centimeters. 

The jump known to anthropolo- 
gists is a fearsome, beetle-brawed 
dweller in Europe between 50,000 
and 500,000 years ago. This was 
the Neanderthaler who may have 
come in contact with some of the 


European peoples and probably is 
responsible for the descriptions of 
ogres in fairy stories. He had ad- 
vanced in brain capacity to be- 
tween 1,250 and 1,400 cubic cen- 
timeters. He was not much in- 


eash| ferior to modern man, although 


dif- 
ferent. 
Brain Disease? 

One Neanderthal skull reaches 
1,620 cubic centimeters. The own- 
er may have been the victim of 
a brain disease. 

The next jump is to recent man 
with a skull capacity—so far as 
the white race is concerned—of 
about 1.350 for adult women and 
1.590 for men. 

Skull capacity depends on stat- 
ure. There is some evidence, Dr. 
von Koenigswald says, that in the 
course of evolution from vithecan- 
thropus to modern man there has 
been an increase in size. The 
teeth constantly have grown small- 
er as the race has stopped eating 
raw meat.

OT ie us what the motion 
picture industry did in 
1917-18," one of my 
New York editors requested. 
“You were writing a column 
then.” 

I put my thinking cap on, for 
my scrapbooks are all in Holly- 
wood. Fortunately, I have kept 
reviews and comments made on 
the pictures and newsreels pro- 
duced during the strenuous 
days when we were trying to 
beat the Germans. 


Liberty loan speeches were 
made by many of our popular 
movie favorites in those days 
and propaganda pictures were 
produced depicting the brutal 
Hun and the unspeakable Kaiser. 

I remember when Mary Pick- 
ford, flanked by the devoted 
Douglas Fairbanks and the pop- 
ular Charlie Chaplin, came to 
Chicago. I was a reporter on 
the Chicago Record Herald and 
one of my assignments was to 
go to the suburban towns while 
this trio pleaded with the popu- 
lace to buy Liberty bonds. 


Doug and Mary weren’t mar- 
riet yet, but it didn’t take a 
Mrs. Solomon to discover that 
they were in love. The little 
Pickford, curly-haired and win- 
some, sold thousands of dollars’ 
worth of bonds. Rich Chicago- 
ans parted with their money at 
her request, and, although they 
all had bought until it hurt, they 
dug still deeper. 


Norma Talmadge, so stunning, 
did her part by traveling when- 
ever the government requested 
her to appeal to the pocketbooks. 
As l:remember those days, there 
were more millionaires. from 
whom to coax dollars.

RUNYON Can See 
The LIGHT MEAT 
In a BLACKOUT

LOS ANGELES. 
HE FIRST blackout we have experienced since World War 
One hit the Beverly Hills home where we were having dinner 
just as the maid started passing the platter of roast turkey. 
The lights were all promptly doused, the shades tightly drawn and 
only one vague candle left burning on the table. 

We thought the host met the situation with admirable ingenuity. 
He got a little electric torch and followed the girl around the table 
playing his light on the turkey. Thus none of the guests were de- 
frauded of their just due. Personally, we did not need the illumi- 
nation. When it comes to turkey we can tell the light meat from 
the dark, even in the dark. 

After dinner everybody sat quietly around the living room in 
the darkness asking if you would have believed a week ago that 
this would ever happen in the United States. Every precaution 
was taken to prevent the slightest gleam of light showing through 
the blinds or doors and throughout the neigborhood of the home 
the other houses were also shrouded in deepest gloom until the 
“all-clear” notice came in over the radio. 

The following night there was supposed to be another complete 
blackout and we repaired to a fashionable cafe to see how the 
upper classes took it, but it seems the complete part of it was 
called off and the blackout only reached certain portions of the 
city remote from the cafe and all that happened there was that a 
well-known figure of the movies was overtgken by a slight hysteria 
when he was “blitzed,” or shut out three times in a gin rummy 
game. 

Around 3 o'clock in the morning, an anaemic whistle in Beverly 
Hills took up an alert from equally anaemic whistle in Los Angeles 
(our platform is louder whistles out here) and the lights went out 
again and as this one sounded like the real thing, we went outside 
and stared at the sky but only an unblinking moon met our gaze 
and no sound broke the silence except the wail of a lonesome 
Thomas cat, 

Then we went into the lobby of the hotel where we are stop- 
ping to find a few attendants bustling about by candlelight warn- 
ing late stayer-uppers to put out their glims. A lady in a dressing 
gown and fuzzy bedroom slippers with her hair somewhat dishev- 
eled was walking around in a highly nervous state and you could 
scarcely blame her when you learned that she was a veteran of 
numerous bombings in London. 


The first blackout took most Los Angelenos unestneed as far 
as having their homes set against this contingency, despite the oft- 
repeated instructions. But it at least had the effect of sending out 
the next morning to buy black cloth with which to arrange “black- 
out rooms” in which they can carry on as usual hereafter with 
the lights going when the outer world is in darkness. 

Most of the people took the initial blackout for what it probably 
was—a drill—and it will require many more drills of the same 
nature to get everybody thoroughly schooled. This section of Cal- 
ifornia probably has more private houses than any other city in 
the United States and the occupants of these houses obeyed the 
blackout instructions far more rigidly than many motorists in the 
streets, shopkeepers and even public officials, if one may judge from 
the fact that the lights in the Los Angeles city hall, advertising 
signs and some street lights blazed in the business sections for 
someyminutes after the blackout started.

Potent Volume 
LIVES AND DOLLARS, by J. 

D. Ratcliff. Dodd, Mead & Co., 

New York. 225 pp. $3.00, 

In this short but potent vol- 
ume we find “the Story of To- 
day's Research.” It is astonish- 
ingly up-to-date, treating sev- 
cral developments recently in 
the news, and has about it the 
breathless air one might expect 
in a work about a_ profession 
that takes nothing for granted. 
As the title indicates, it is di- 
vided into two sharply defined 
fields of action—medicine and 
industrial research. For its size 
it covers a remarkably wide 
range. 

The chapters read like detec- 
tive stories, and properly so. It 
is the nature of research to delve 
into mysteries and try to solve 
them. They even exhibit the 
usual personnel of the detective 
story—-victim, sleuth, and cul- 
prit. The victims, representing 
corpses and blighted lives, run 
into the millions—their numbers 
are on the decrease, but there 
are still far too many of them. 
The researcher makes a very 
satisfactory sleuth. His deduc- 
tions are no less brilliant, and 
far; more significant, than those 
of his fictional counterpart. 
And he is much less self-con- 
scious about them. The guilty 
party—well, he is one or the 
other of the twin human at- 
tributes, cussedness or careless- 
ness. Or both, 

They differ widely, these re- 
searchers, in minor characteris- 
tics. One of them maintains a 
large industrial laboratory, and 
saves his clients millions of dol- 
lars every year, but never sends 
a bill. They pay him whatever 
they think his process is worth, 
and it is a sad reflection on 
human nature that his concern 
is always tottering on the verge 
of bankruptcy. Another one, 
Carleton Ellis, recently died 
leaving more patents than any 
man living—810 of them. They 
ranged from the Standard Oil 
process for cracking petroleum 
to a dog biscuit, which Mr. Ellis 
first made in the shape of an 
ordinary biscuit, but upon its 
universal rejection by dogdom 
made it in the shape of a bone. 
After selling a $100,000 worth 
of the “bone” biscuit, Mr. Ellis 
was still puzzled to find out 
what made all the difference.

NO OTHER ROAD TO FREEF- 
DOM, by Leland Stowe. Al- 
fred A. Knopf, New York. 432 
pp. $3. 

During the first. porition of 
this record Mr. Stowe describes 
at length the Stowe reactions 
to the “phony war,” and con- 
fesses to a certain impatience 
to “get on with it.’ That is un- 
derstandable. Plenty of others 
felt that way, too. But when the 
contlict at last gets under way, 
in Finland, Mr. Stowe seems to 
become a bit confused. A brand 
of reasoning peculiar unto Mr. 
Stowe makes itself known here, 
and remains the only kind of 
reasoning to be found in this 
work to the very end. Mr. 
Stowe, for instance, denunciates 
with all the emphasis at his 
command the well-known and 
irritating habit of poor. old 
Chamberlain of reneging on his 
promises. But on the very next 
page he excoriates even more 
fiercely the small nations of 
northern Europe for their re- 
fusal to accept the Chamberlain 
promises as so many words of 
the gospel. That is a bit dis- 
turbing. Mr. Stowe has un- 
doubtedly the privilege of de- 
nouncing either one at his pleas- 
ure. But how can he denounce 
both” 


The Stowe indignation, how- 
ever, rises to even (fiercer 
heights with the invasion of the 
Scandinavian peninsula. Says 
Mr. Stowe: “All their lives Nor- 
wegians had been trained to put 
social security above national 
security. Their legislation had 
been admirably progressive— 
but it left a fatal loophole, be- 
cause it failed utterly to pro- 
vide the means through which 
these social reforms themselves 
could be adequately protect- 
ed... ” That seems rather 
ghastly. Mr. Stowe, it is pretty 
certain, holds the only key to 
the program by means of which 
a nation of two and a half mil- 
lion inhabitants can “adequate- 
ly protect” itself against the 
armed forces of a nation that 
has overrun all of Europe. Could 
Mr. Stowe be thinking of the 
well-established exploits of 
Popeye or of Superman’ Or 
could Mr. Stowe be unaware 
that. in view of the scantiness 
of resources on the Scandina- 
vian peninsula, any real effort 
to safeguard in small measure 
those “social values” that have 
been so much, and in part de- 
servedly, publicized, would 
cause these very values to dis- 
appear overnight? To remain 
unaware of these matters would 
seem to be impossible even to a 
Leland Stowe. 

At length someone has called 
to Mr. Stowe’s attention the fact 
that this war lasted a lot longer 
than he remained to observe it 
—that among those snow-cov- 
ered mountains the smallest 
army in continental Europe held 
out against the invading hordes 
for two months. But he has not 
hitherto said a word about this 
unscheduled warfare, because, 
to be sure, he wasn’t there. Now 
in view of the fact that on. his 
own word there was nothing 
else at the time to engage his 
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attertion, the question naturaliv 
suggests itself: Why wasn’t he 
there, then? One who draws an 
lron-clad indictment ought to be 
in a position to indict. And isn’t 
it, after all, the business of a 
War correspondent to  corre- 
spond? 

Well, at length Mr. Stowe 
goes on to greener pastures, and 
the story repeats itself with 
minor variations. When the in- 
vasion is accomplished, when 
corpses are strewn along the 
roadsides and in the ditches, 
when burning buildings flame 
against the sky, when the stench 
of putrefaction fills the air and 
the icy hand of the Gestapo 
clutches at a nation’s vitals, then 
is Mr. Stowe happy and his dis- 
patches become exuberant with 
the joy of vicarious battle. Pres- 
ently he departs for a new holo- 
caust, and he may pause to be- 
stow a patronizing pat on the 
back and the admonition that 
if this or that small nation had 
only listened to the Stowe coun- 
sel all would have been well.

The mother, Mrs. John North- 
cutt, came along with the chil- 
dren and she is not much taller 
than the older children. 

John Northcutt, the father, is 
a tenant farmer and the com- 
fortable log cabin in which they 
live on their farm, just outside 
of Palmetto, won the respect and 
the interest of the public health 
nurse. 

The nurse commented: 

“We drove our car up to the 
door of the home and a beauti- 
ful little girl came out to wel- 
come us, Inside, we were giv- 
en chairs before a glowing log 
fire.

“~O REACH the heart of 
‘T South America’s great cat- 

tle country, travel up the 
broad Rio de la Plata from the 
Atlantic ocean to Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, or to Montevideo, 
Uruguay. Then set out in al- 
most any direction to the 
ranches where high-grade live- 
stock graze in spreading pas- 
tures. 

If the ranchers spoke Eng- 
lish instead of Spanish, you 
might think that you were back 
in. Kansas or Nebraska or on 
the Texas plains. The level 
prairies are covered with grass 
or with immense fields of wav- 
ing grain, just as they are in the 
states east of the Rocky moun- 
Lains., 

From the area shown on the 
accompanying map, you could 
obtain a variety of foods for a 
complete, well-balanced meal. 
Besides a thick beefsteak from 
an Argentine or Uruguayan 
steer, you could have bread 
made from excellent wheat, 
grown in either country, vege- 
tables and fresh oranges from 
the tropical gardens of inland 
Paraguay, and coffee grown on 
the big plantations of southeast- 
ern Brazil. 

Situated south of the Tropic of 
Capricorn and east of the tow- 
ering Andes mountains, this 
farm and livestock belt is one

WARM IN WINTER, 
COOL IN SUMMER, 


The temperature is warmer in 
winter and cooler in summer 
than it is in parts of the United 
States which have a similar lati- 
tude. This portion of South 
America is narrow, and all sec- 
tions are relatively close to the 
sea, which helps create a more 
even climate. As a result, the 
cattle do not suffer from the 
cold, and ranchers do not have 
to build barns to house them in 
winter. 

The broad grasslands, called 
pampas in Argentina, sweep 
from the Atlantic to the Andes. 
The soil is good, the rainfall 
plentiful. Rivers afford thor- 
ough drainage and good trans- 
portation. For mile after mile 
there are no trees nor rocks, so 
that ranchers who decided to 
turn some of their pastures into 
wheat or corn fields have no 
great task in clearing the land. 
The absence of stones created 
difficulties in finding road- 
building materials, but simpli- 
fied the construction of rail- 
roads across the plains. 

Settlement of the pampas was 
as adventuresome and difficult 
as the development of the “great 
open spaces” of the western 
United States. As in the United 
States, Indians proved a menace. 
They stole the cattle and at- 
tacked the _ settlers, most of 
whom had emigrated from 
Spain, with a few from England 
and Ireland. A string of forts 
was built across the prairie. 
Finally, about the time _ the 
United States Army was sub- 
duing the last of the waring 
tribes in the west, Argentina put 
down forever its marauding In- 
dians. 


Two developments increased 
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the grain and stock production 
not only of Argentina, but of 
Uruguay, the smallest South 
American republic, where there 
is almost no waste land. 

One was the coming of the 
railroads. It had been futile to 
plow and plant far inland, for 
crops could not be hauled prof- 
itably to the coastal cities. Now 
farmers seldom have to haul 
grain or drive cattle and sheep 
more than a few miles to reach 
a rail line to Buenos Aires or 
some other port. 

The other development, some 
60 years ago, was an improve- 
ment in the methods of chilling 
and freezing meat. Up to that 
time beef had been dried and 
salted for shipping. Refrigera- 
tion systems thereafter made it 
possible to send fresh beef to 
England and other parts of Fu- 
rope where growing populations 
required new sources of food. 
The British Isles still are Ar- 
gentina’s largest customer. 

The increase in meat exports 
brought changes to the pampas. 
Many fields were sown to alfal- 
fa, which can feed more cattle 
than can grass. Ranchers began 
to fence their big pastures and 
divide their land into smaller 
farms. As scientific farming 
was put into operation, the old 
gauchos, colorful cowboys, vir- 
tually disappeared. Dairying 
developed. Flax was planted, 
and Argentina now is a major 
source of linseed oil. Windmills 
were erected to insure a steady 
supply of water. 

In Argentina and Uruguay, 
packing plants were built by 
British and American firms as 
well as by resident companies. 
Flour mills and dairies were es- 
tablished: textile mills began to 
spin and weave wool. These in- 
dustries have brought about a 
concentration of people in cities. 
Buenos Aires, largest city on 


the continent, has nearly a fifth 
of Argentina’s 13 million in- 
habitants. 


Southeastern Brazil and Para- 
guay, unlike their neighbors in 
the temperate zone, produce 
crops of a tropical nature. In 
the hills and plateaus back of 
the Brazilian coast is grown 
about three-fourths of the 
world’s coffee supply. Southeast 
winds from the Atlantic. bring 
heavy rain, and the coffee trees 
thrive in the moist, fertile soil. 
Furthermore, there is no serious 
frost to the harm the trees or 
the red berries. 

Sao Paulo is the center of the 
coffee industry, with Santos as 
the principal export’ center. 
Rio de Janeiro, the capital, is 
the largest port for general com- 
merce. Brazil, largest country 
in South America, was settled 
by Portuguese rather than Span- 
lards, and Portuguese still is 
the language of the people. 

Sugar cane and rice grow in 
Brazil's lowlands. The region 
also produces cassava, from 
which tapioca is made; the na- 
tives eat the starchy roots. In 
Paraguay, where Indians form 
the bulk of the population, cot- 
ton is the leading crop. Orange 
groves, now abundant, were first 
planted by Jesuit missionaries 
300 years ago; birds scattered 
the seeds throughout the coun- 
try. Paraguay tea, called yerba 
mate, is made from the dried 
leaves of a tree resembling 
holly. 

The forests of Paraguay and 
northern Argentina—part of the 
wild Gran Chaco region—are 
filled with quebracho trees. This 
is a hard wood which is used 
in making tannic acid for tan- 
ning leathers.

E HAVE become inter- 
ested in an attempt on 
the part of certain peo- 
South America to ex- 
change seeds between the two 
Americas, and it is with great 
pleasure that we turn our col- 
umn over to an editorial which 
describes the method by which 
these exchanges are made, and 
also explain some of the good 
work that‘is being done in Ecua- 
dor by Mr. J. Mortimer Shep- 
pard. 

In a recent editorial in 
to the exchange of South Amer- 
ica and North America flower 
and vegetable seeds, Mr. Mor- 
timer Sheppard says 

“This fine, constructive move- 
ment should have co-operation 
and I want to ask every mem- 
ber of our society to help out. 
Throughout the United States 
are thousands of Garden Clubs. 
The Federation of Women’s 
Garden Clubs embraces many 
units as does the Men’s Garden 
Clubs of America. Then there 
are thousands of independent 
Garden Clubs scattered through- 
out the land. I ask each one of 
our members to write or go be- 
fore the garden club in your 
community and outline our plan 
Ask these individual garden 
clubs to make up a collection of 
seeds for distribution in South 
America and send them to us 
While flower seeds are certainly 
acceptable, we prefer and sug- 
gest that seeds of useful fruits, 
vegetables and trees be sent. 
When those seed_ shipments 
reach us, our botanical depart- 
ment here in Quito will 
them, giving consideration to the 
altitude, the state and climate 
from which they come, and that 
will enable us to decide which 
part of South America they 
should be sent to. 
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“After the sorting and repack- 
ing is completed, we will, in 
turn, send out: these seeds to 
every country in South America 
under the explicit instruction 
that they must be given away, 
in small packets, absolutely free 
to all who ask for them. We 
will send planting instructions 
and a good-will message in 
Spanish, with every shipment. 
This society will bear the ex- 
pense of sorting and repacking 
the seeds, examining them 
carefully, printing good-will and 
instructive circulars to go with 
them and also the cost of ship- 
ping them throughout South 
America. Our outlets will in- 
clude departments of agricul- 
ture, large, reliable newspapers, 
and some of our own South 
American members 

“I hope you will agree that 
our plan has merit and is wor- 
thy of your individual effort in 
endeavoring to induce your 
nearest garden club to co-oper- 
ate. We offer these garden clubs 
in North America nothing in ex- 
change from a material stand- 
point—only the self-satisfaction 
that they may derive from the 
knowledge that they are aiding 
a movement to bring’ useful, 
practical species of valuable 
wood trees, life-giving fruits 
and vegetables and lovely flow- 
ers to their neighbors through- 
out South America. Were we 
able to completely finance the 
buying and shipping of these 
seeds from all over the United 
States we would gladly do so. 
As it is, our restricted budget 
will be severely taxed to cover 
the cost of sorting, examining, 
repacking and prepaying the 
shipments from Quito, Ecuador, 
to the other centers of distribu- 
tion throughout South America.

Water Power Vs. Coal 

Much has been written and spoken pur- 
porting to place water power ahead of coal as 
a@ more economical producer of electric energy. 
Yet, if all the facts were properly sifted, and 
the politics taken out, coal undoubtedly would 
be found not only leading the way, but increas- 
ing its lead all the time. 

A few weeks ago a new power plant began 
operations near South Bend, Ind. Other such 
plants have been built elsewhere, including 
Georgia. Steam pressure obtained from coal to 
spin the turbines in these new plants is said 
to approximate sixty-four per cent more than 
used to be obtained in central power plants in 
various parts of the United States. One pound 
of mediocre coal will produce one kilowatt hour 
of electricity in the new Indiana plant. A few 
decades ago it required six to eight pounds of 
coal to get the same results. 

This magnificent advance in the generation 
of electric power from coal has not been a 
matter of luck. Progress has been gradual and 
steady. It climaxes years of experimentation 
with alloys, with heat resistants to increasing 
steam pressure, and the development of welding 
to a degree scarcely dreamed of twenty-five 
years ago. 

So, as far as private production of electric 
power is concerned, it is quite unlikely a great 
deal of consideration, generally speaking, will 
be given to future development of hydroelectric 
projects. It has long been known by companies 
operating both water and coal-powered plants 
that steam is the most reliable in the long run, 
as well as in cost, economical to build and 
operate. 

It can scarcely be doubted that the recent 
shortage of power in the southeast, due to low 
water behind the dams, could have reached a 
critical stage—a disastrous stage—had it not 
been for the decentralized steam-powered 
plants in operation. Coal can always be mined, 
strikes can always be settled, but the genius 
of man, or the power of a government has 
never broken a drouth. 

Inexhaustible deposits of coal have been 
placed, by nature, at the disposal of the Ameri- 
can people. Coal, in itself, is a major industry. 
It gives employment to hundreds of thousands 
of workers. It needs to be kept as such. Its 
increased utilization in the generation of 
electricity will go a long way toward this end. 

And the decentralization of power produc-

tion will tend to meet the exigencies of war. 
For the destruction, or the crippling, of one 
huge central power plant could well prove an 
insurmountable disaster.

Likewise the statement that, through con-— 
trol of air lines, the enemy countries have es- | 
tablished many secret air bases, have cached | 
large quantities of supplies, have planted nu-. 
merous radio stations in the jungles and are) 
even drilling considerable numbers of prospec- | 
tive shock troops, should not be a surprise. | 

There have been numerous rumors to this | 
effect in the past, although most people of the | 
United States, in their ostrich-like refusal to | 
believe the war could ever touch this country, 
have laughed at them. Today, however, the. 
nation is awake. It is painfully aware there is 
nothing which can happen in any part of the 
world which can’t happen here. 

Undoubtedly, too, the Axis has quite a few! 
of its agents still at large in this country, 
though they will be rounded up as rapidly as 
possible by the FBI and other government 
agencies. | 

That Latin America has proven a fertile | 
field for such enemy activities is not surpris- 
ing. There are tremendous areas there which | 
are rarely visited by outsiders; there is every | 
opportunity for unscrupulous agencies to work | 
against us, without interference, fora time. | 

But there can be no doubt the governments | 
of the various nations are today fully awake | 
to the danger. Such disease spots of enemy 
infiltration may, by co-operation of this coun- 
try and other Americas, be wiped out. They 
should be, as quickly as possible. 

And, in the meantime, all-American control 
of air lines to the south of us should be prompt- 
ly achieved in order to forestall further inroads 
against our safety. | 

To take over control of these lines should | 
be easy. For, where they are German, Italian | 
or Japanese they are enemy property, subject |

A Billion a Week 


The cost of conducting this war, combining 
expenditures of both the British and American 
governments, will soon exceed one billion dol- 
lars a week. This is without including the 
normal costs—peacetime costs—of the two | 
governments. 

In recent years citizens of the United States 
have become accustomed to government expen- 
ditures, tax collections, etc., in astronomical 
figures. A billion dollars, today, is as usual as 
a million was, a few years ago, And, to the. 
average man, the money involved is beyond 
real comprehension in either case, 

What the national debts of the two nations 
will be after the war won, no man can 
guess. Only recently our own government au- 
thorized lifting of the previous limit on our 
own national debt. It is probable that the 
cost of the war will leave us under a debt 
burden three or four times as great as the 
previous maximum permitted. 

It is a fearful price to pay, this debt we 
shall leave for generations yet unborn. Yet 
who can doubt that all those who are to come 
after us will consider that debt, whatever it 
may be, as no burden at all, compared to the 
burden that would be laid upon their backs if 
they should be born as slaves into a world ruled 
by Nazi masters.

GASSING UP FOR WAR At any army post a few days ago 

there was available a little in- 
formation which helps explain our costs and also explain why 
our little yellow brother is taking a slaughter of his men in the 
drive to get to Singapore. 

Let's begin with something simple. 

The gasoline stoves used for army cooking require 720 gallons 
per day for each 9,000 men. We have an army of more than a 
milion and a half men and we are headed for an army of 3,000,000, 

An army of 3,000,000 men would need 240,000 gallons of gaso- 
line per day for cooking meals. 

I saw light and heavy tanks in maneuvers. 

The light tank weighs about 12 tons. (I wish they’d quit call- 
ing it “light.’’) 

It uses a gallon of gas per mile. 
badly about your old family bus.) 

A medium tank uses up about a gallon and a half to take its 
20 tons a. mile. 

Tanks are built to travel long distances. One of the most 
amazing examples of service of supply was the servicing of gaso- 
line to the tanks and trucks in the German sweep through Holland 
and Belgium and France, 

One of our mechanized brigades has 112 light tanks, about 20 
medium tanks, a half dozen or more scout cars, several “half-track” 
cars and about 600 other motor vehicles. 

Such a brigade -uses about 100 gallons for every mile traveled. 
We are going to have dozens and dozens of brigades. 

One of our single-engined fighter planes cruises for one hour 
on 45 gallons of gas. In combat, going at top speed, it would use 
about 90 gallons per hour. 

One of our huge bombers, flying at top combat speed, uses up 
about 230 gallons of gas in an hour. That would enable you to 
drive from Atlanta to New York and to California and back via 
Texas. 

In a raid requiring a trip of five hours, two and a half hours 
there and as many back, a flight of 600 bombers would use up 
about 700,000 gallons. 

We soon will have on the Hawaiian Islands a large number 
of planes. Let us say we will have there 2,500 bombing planes 
and 1,500 fighter planes. Remember the distances are terrific! 

In action that many planes would burn about 500,000 gallons of 
gas in one hour. If you figure that in your own car it would 
be enough to last you for 700 years if you have one of the low- 


priced cars. 

WHY JAPAN FIGHTS Hang onto those figures for a while. 
Remember we soon will be producing 

5.000 planes per month if we aren’t already doing so. ; 

Remember we have five armored divisions and are aiming at 
about 30 armored divisions. Recall we are talking about a fight- 
ing force of 50,000 planes. 

Our own consumption of gas and oil, starting with the modest 
demands of the cook stove, is going to be tremendous in cost and 
in supply. 3 

All this explains why Japan is fighting with an all-out fury to 
take Singapore and explains why she will, as soon as she can, 
fight with an all-out fury to take the Philippines. 

She must eat. She must have bauxite for aluminum. 
have rubber. She must have tin and oil. 

All of it is in the East Indies—enough to keep the Japanese and 
the German war machines running if Germany can add to it what 
she already has—no small amount. 

It explains why the Japanese and the Germans got ready to be 
able to deliver terrific “blitz” attacks. They had to be able to 
strike and to get through to oil and food and raw materials. 

We, and England, having most of the world’s supply, are pay- 
ing the price of peaceful years in which we did not get ready, | 
physically or mentally. |

any immediate disasters. It also explains why it will be a long war 
if the Japanese get Singapore and the Philippines. If they get 
either one it will be of tremendous assistance to them. 

Loss of Singapore would be as disastrous as the fall of France. 

Loss of the Philippines would be not quite so bad but still bad 
enough. 

The tremendous, staggering distances have already made our 
problem most difficult and exacting.

No. Peace is not necessarily 
glad tidings.

| Jesus, the Prince of Peace, 
warned one day, “Don’t give that | 


which is holy to the dogs, or throw 
your pearls to the swine.” Is He 
not speaking to us also when 
threatened by maddened beases? 
Don't try to make peace by toss- 
ing them your priceless pearls of 
“life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness.” They will trample 
them under their feet, and then, in 
their own good time, will turn and 
rend you. 


Now turn to the Christmas mes- 
sage for its meaning. There are 
several translations of the words 
of the angels, which are possible. 
“Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace and goodwill to 
men”; or “peace among men in 
whom He is well pleased’; or 
“peace among men of goodwill.” 
In all of these translations the 
Baby born at Bethlehem is God's 
peace, which has come among 
men.

Pri- 
marily the evils of the world do 
not come from the conflicts be- 
tween men, but the conflicts be- 
tween men and God. So God sent 
His Son to be the terms of peace 
between Himself and men.

A Divine Peace. 

It seems clear to me, that in the 
life of Jesus, God struck a keynote 
with which he would have all men 
harmonize their lives. But it must 
be obvious that when one harmo- 
nizes his life with the life of Jesus, 
he must be out of harmony with 
those who have not attuned their 
lives to Him. Perhaps here is to 
be found tae interpretation of 
those paradoxical words of the 
Prince of Peace.

WORK FOR DOUBLE PAY 

NOT PURE PATRIOTISM 
Editor, Constitution: In the 

section entitled “Pulse of Public” 


,of the December 19 issue of The 


Atlanta Constitution, there ap- 
pears another of the _ frequent 
letters written by Lucy Randolph 
Mason, public relations director of 
the CIO, and while I ordinarily 
regard these letters as nothing 
more than successful efforts to se- 
cure unpaid-for publicity, this 
latest one deserves some reply in 
that it fails very obviously to tell 
the whole story. 

Some very self-righteous claims 
are made about all of the fine 
things that the CIO promises to 
do to co-operate with the war 
effort, and makes particular capi- 
tal of their offer to work 24 hours 
a day and seven days a week in 
defense industries. However, Miss 
Mason fails to explain—just as 
she failed to explain at the de- 
fense meeting in Macon, last Sun- 
day—-that for work in excess of 
eight hours per day, the CIO 
members expect to be paid time 
and one-half, and for work in 
excess of 40 hours per week the 
ClO workers will be paid time 
and one-half under the fair la- 
bor standards act, and in the case 
of Sunday work most CIO con- 
tracts require that double time be 
paid. 

That is hardly my _ idea of 
patriotism, and I cannot se that 
the CIO has the right to hold it- 


self up as a paragon of genecrosi- | 


ty when such generosity is based 
upon demands that exploit the 
taxpaying public. 

The record of the CIO speaks 
for itself; and, in my opinion, the 
public is going to find it very 
hard to have any faith in the self- 
righteous promises that they are 
making in public places—for, like 
the Pharisees of old, their actions 
speak louder their their words 

It is too soon yet for the pub- 
lic to forget the strike in the cap- 
tive coal mines which shut down 
one of our most vital defense in- 
dustries during a period of grave 
danger to our national safety, for 
the sole purpose of giving John 
L. Lewis, the founder and the 
moving spirit of the CIO, com- 
plete economic control over every

Because 
they come into the consciousness 
of kinship to God and brotherhood 
to one another. ..nd this is the 
“Glad tidings of great joy to all 
the people.”

The labor standards in those 
countries can hardly be desired 
in preference to conditions in our 
democracy, and I dare to suggest 
that labor be willing to sacrifice 
some of its social gains, tempor- 
arily at least, in order that the 
safety of our nation be protected.

others. Both in a kind are bi- 
ographies of living men. They 
put the lives of both on the 
screen to entertain their heroes’ 
fellow men. The York film, 
made by Warner Brothers, had 
the approval of all men whose 
names appear in it. Not so the 
Kane film, which was threat- 
ened with lawsuit and for a 
while was held off the market. 
York is superb mass entertain- 
ment, a finely produced and 
drawn motion picture’ which 
will live with the greatest films 
of all time, and which probably 
will earn for Gary Cooper, who 
plays the title role, the Acad- 
emy Award’ for acting, and a 
supporting award for Margaret 
Wycherly, who plays Mother 
York, 

The Kane film is a fictionized 
account of the life of William 
Randolph Hearst as presented 
by Orson Wells. It reaches a 
technical perfection, introduces 
new techniques and is presented 
with a cast almost entirely un- 
known to the great movie mass 
audience. Here is a film that 
violates the privacy of a living 
person, using much the same 
tactics that the man had ap- 
proved through the years for his 
reporters and photographers. 
RKO released this film after 
much ado, which ended in giv- 
ing the film the greatest pub- 
licity buildup of the year, But 
it was over the mass audience’s 
head and they refused to buy it 
for entertainment. 

“Blossoms in the Dust” was a 
M-G-M picture in technicolo 
which was at once tender an 
dramatic. The acting of Greer 
Garson as the woman who dared 
to fight for the rights of ‘lle- 
gitimate children is about the 
greatest turned in by a woman 
star this year. Here a motion 
picture dares attempt mass en- 
tertainment with a subject po- 
lite soicety long cinsidered ta- 
boo. Great benefits for these 
unwanted children have result- 
ed from the wide circulation of 
the motion picture. 

“How Green Was My Valley” 
is a poignant social drama pro- 
duced by 20th Century-Fox and 
which is yet to play in Atlanta.

Culbertson Answers Some Questions 


AM fully aware that most 
| bridge players know little 

about the laws of the game, 
and care even less. However, 
there are thousands of players 
who like to observe all che 
amenities and to play bridge us 
the experts play it. For their 
sake I present typical questions 
concerning laws and ethics sent 
me for adjudication, with my 
answers. 

Wuestion: 
vulnerable,

call something, partner? We 
need only 40,” disclosed the fact 
that East's score was erroneous. 

I have ‘ooked through the laws 
but can find nothing covering 
the case, and would appreciate 
your ruling. 

Offhand, it would seem that if 
the bidding be considered closed, 
not only would East and West 
escape unpunished, but they 
would actually be given a prem- 
ium for their mistake—a chance 
to make a game if they hold 
the cards next deal. Is that fair? 

Answer: The laws say nothing 
about this situation, so the bid- 
ding must be considered closed. 
That may work a hardship on 
the player who relies on an er- 
roneous score, but it 1s tair 
enough and also the only prac- 
tical solution. The reason it Is 
really fair is that if a player is 
relying on an opponent's score, 
he should look at the score when 
it is written down to correct 
possible error. If he fails to 
do so, he has been guilty of con- 
tributory negligence and has no 
real cause for complaint. 

This is also the only practical 
solution. Such situations always 
provoke some discussion when 
the bidding unexpectedly ends; 
and if the bidding were 
opened, the bidding side would 
be in possession of information 
to Which they were not really 
entitled, 

As far as the offenders are 
concerned, they should be sym- 
pathetic, but are under no legal 
or ethical compulsion to waive 
the laws and reopen the bid-

Should any penalty be ex- 
acted for this sort of horseplay 
by declarer and dummy’? 

It is a pretty talkative 
general rule but we 
seldom hear any = statement 
which affects the bidding or 
play. In this case we feel that 
both the declarer and the dum- 
my overstepped the mark. 

Answer: Nothing can be done 

about it. The deal stands as 
played, and declarer scores his 
contract with an overtrick, 

It is quite easy to see that you 
do have a very talkative game if

The rule covering such sit- 
uations is perfectly clear. If a 
player is influenced by some 
other player’s unauthorized re- 
mark or mannerism, he may 
base his action on such remark 
or mannerism—at his own risk, 
A player in such a situation is 
like a fish who finds a luscious 
worm lying around where it has 
no business to be. If he bites 
into it and finds a hook inside, 
he has nobody to blame but 
himself,

ine truth of the matter 1s that we all 
need the hurly-burly of Christmas, when the 
world 1s open-house, and gay and open- 
hearted. Those other 364 days we are remote 
from most of our fellows, thinking of our- 
selves and our business and humdrum preoc- 
cupations: We have been thinking of dreadful 
things, too, those 364 days — of marching 
men, and dead and dying men, and desolate 
and hungry women and children. For one day, 
it is blessed to retreat into childhood, and

festival born with the gentle Jesus. Scrooge 
may call it ‘‘a shopkeepers’ holiday,”’ but you 
and I know that something more precious 
than money goes into those shops, and some- 
thing more wanted and needed than socks and 
slippers and rings and perfume comes out. 
The things we wrap in tissue and tinsel are not 
toys and ornaments, but tenderness and love 
and the wish to bring happiness to others. 
All the spirit of Chnstmas, to me, is in that 
exquisite story of O. Henry’s, “The Gift of 
the Magi,’’ about the man who sold his 
watch to buy side combs for his wife’s beau- 
tiful hair, while his wife was selling her hair 
to buy a gold fob for his treasured watch. 
Since our own cheerless Christmas journey, 
I've found a good many other people who 
have tried to spend Christmas in Taormina, 
in some manner of speaking. But I’ve never 
known one who will ever try it again. A dear, 
wise woman I know had a letter from a friend 
who said he’d decided “Christmas is a nuis- 
ance’’ and was asking all his fmends to ignore 
him on that occasion. At Christmas, the 
woman wrote him: “I’m disregarding your 
request, so that you may have one message of 
love and remembrance on what you are going 
to find the emptiest day you have ever 
experienced.’ Before night, she received an 
almost tearful telegram saying she was night. 
Christmas, when you come to think of it, 
is an annual miracle; an annual rebirth of 
Christ. At the sign of clock and calendar, 
millions of us who give little thought to 
religion the rest of the year find ourselves 
remembering the Star and the Wise Men. For 
a time, the meanest of us become generous, 
the most relentless become forgiving. Even the 
men in tanks and bombing planes pause, if 
only an instant, to remember home — to 
realize that there are such things as homes. 
No, Christmas in Taormina is no good, 
unless you belong in Taormina and your heart 
dwells there. That goes for Timbuktu, Tas- 
mania and Tillamook, Oregon, too. For when 
you really escape Christmas, you escape 
humankind.

Cranberry Conserve 


2 cups cranberries 

16 cup orange juice 

14% cups sugar 

1 cup seeded raisins 

1 teaspoon grated orange rind 

446 cup sliced blanched almonds 

Wash and pick over cranberries. 
Add orange juice. Cook over low heat 
until skins burst. Rub through coarse 
sieve. Add sugar and boil slowly 10 
minutes. Add raisins, orange rind and 
almonds. Chill. Approximate yield: 
214 cups. 


Xmas Frosting and Filling for Cake 

2% cups sugar 

4 cup boiling water 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

2 egg whites, beaten stiff 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

2 3-oz. packages mixed, diced, can- 

died fruits 

Combine sugar, water and baking 
powder. Stir over low heat until sugar 
dissolves. Cook to 238° F. or until 
Syrup spins a thread. Pour syrup slow- 
ly on beaten egg whites, beating con- 
stantly. Continue beating until frost- 
ing holds its shape. Add lemon juice. 
Add mixed fruits to '‘, frosting; 
spread between 2 layers of white cake. 
Cover top and sides with remaining 
frosting. Decorate top with candied 
chernes and citron, if desired. Yield: 
enough frosting to fill and frost a 2- 
layer cake 10 inches in diameter. 


Date-Nut Brownies 

3 eggs, unbeaten 

1 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons melted shortening 

2 squares (2 oz.) unsweetened choc- 

olate, melted 

1 cup pitted, sliced dates 

1 cup broken walnut meats 

4 cup cake flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

l¢ teaspoon salt 

Combine eggs and sugar, mix well. 
Add shortening and chocolate; beat 
thoroughly. Stir in cates and nuts. 
Mix and sift flour, baking powder and 
salt; add; mix well. Spread batter in 
greased and floured pan 8” x 8” x 2”. 
Bake in a slow oven (300° F.) 1% 
hours. Cut in squares and dust with 
powdered sugar. Approximate yield: 
16 squares. 


Sponge Drops 
14 cup powdered sugar 
2 egg yolks, well beaten 
1, cup sifted flour 
14 teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon vanilla 
3 egg whites, beaten stiff 


Add sugar gradually to egg yolks. 
Mix and sift flour and salt; add slowly 
to first mixture. Add vanilla. Fold in 
egg whites. Drop by teaspoons on bak- 
ing sheet lined with waxed paper. 
Bake in moderate oven (325° F.) 10-12 
minutes, or until golden brown. Ap- 
proximate yield : 36 sponge drops.

P IN Manchester, Conn., one Floyd 
U Smith chuckled reminiscently when he 

read in his newspaper this October 
that Arthur Starnes, veteran parachutist, had 
just achieved a “free fall’’ of 28,500 feet 
before pulling his rip cord. 

Starnes’s feat was no stunt but a scientific 
test in the mterest of Air Corps research. 
And Floyd Smith chuckled because it was 
not so many years ago that aviation bigwigs 
scoffed at his crazy notion that any man could 
jump from a plane and retain consciousness 
long enough to open his own parachute. 

Approaching 60, Smith is a unique figure 
in aviation. In fact, his whole family is unique. 
A former circus aeralist who marned his 
partner in the act, Hilder Youngberg, he ts 
the man who perfected today’s parachute. 
Quitting the circus, he and his wife built a 
tractor biplane in 1912 which Smith taught 
himself to fly in six easy lessons! A month 
later the dauntiess couple flew 47 mules in 
67 minutes to break the existing speed record 
for airplanes. Several years later Floyd him- 
self set three altitude records for seaplanes. 

Settling down to this new game in earnest, 
the one-time trapeze artist became a test 
pilot for Glenn Martin. And after a nerve- 
wracking crack-up from 1,500 feet in a dis 
abled plane — from which he was lucky 
enough to walk away — he added parachutes 
to his interests in a serious way. 

Buying one im preparation for the next 
crack-up of a test ship, he nrade three or four 
practice jumps to see what it was like. In- 
trigued by his description of this new thrill, 
his wife took a flimg at it herself. Her first 
jump went off all mght. But her second was 
the last she ever tned: getting fouled in the 
lunes, she dropped to within 400 feet of the 
ground before the recalcitrant chute finally 
opened —- in the nick of time. 

The shock of that incident convinced Smith 
that the idea of the attached chute which 
then prevailed was al! wet. Ever since Leo- 
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nardo da Vina had designed the first one, 
chutes had always been fastened with a light 
cord to the balloon or, later, the plane from 
which a man jumped. When the silken canopy 
was pulled from its rack overhead by the 
jumper, the cord helped jerk the chute open, 
then was snapped by the jumper’s weight. 

Aside from the great risk of fouling, how- 
éver, there were certain spin conditions In a 
plane in which a man couldn't get his chute 
free. “‘So,”’ reasoned the former aerialist, 
“‘the thing to do 1s to carry the chute on your 
back and open it yourself when you're clear.”’ 

This, remember, was only 23 years ago — 
yet everybody snorted at the outlandish idea. 
They got their pencils and showed him that 
a man who jumped from a plane would fall 
119 miles an hour. “You couldn't stand it,” 
they said. “Your faculties would fa:!. You'd 
lose consciousness. You'd be dead before 
you got the chute open.” 

““Baloney!” said Smith quietly. “I've nose- 
dived faster than that in an open cockpit 
plane. I’ve fallen from the top of a circus tent 
to a net scores of times, and I never lost my 
faculties.” 


A Fool-Proof Parachute 


Ont of that conviction came the first radi- 
cal change in parachutes in two centuries: 
the back-pack, free chute. But it didn’t come 
easily. Months of effort to get a sure-fire 
device were interrupted by our entry into 
World War I, during which Smith served as 
final inspector of all Army aircraft production 
in the lst District. 

Ultimately, however, the renowned Gen- 
eral Billy Mitchell heard of his parachute 
pioneering and ordered him returned to that 
field exclusively. And early in 1919 he was 
finally convinced that he had perfected a fool- 
proof rip cord and spring combination — and 
was ready to prove it. 

Much to his chagrin, however, a young man 
of 22 named Leshe Irvin arrived at McCook 
Field on the day set for the first live jump 
with word from H.Q. that he was detailed to 
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Block Star 
make the test. Irvin turned out to be former 
circus high diver and a balloon jumper who 
obviously knew his way around in the alr. 
So, with Floyd Smith at the plane’s controls 
and the new parachute strapped to his back, 
young Irvin, on April 28, 1919, made the 
first “free jump’’ on record. 

Thousands who gathered below to watch 
the “nut’’ commit suicide were amazed to 
see him land safely. More import2nt. a score 
of top-ranking officers in mulitary aviation 
were convinced, albeit reluctantly, that it 
could be done. And on that day the parachute 
really became the ‘life ‘preserver of the 
air.”’ 

To us sedentary folk who consider para- 
chuting the last word in personal risk, it is 
interesting to note that the man who de- 
signed the first free parachute and the man 
who made the first jump in it are both alive 
and very healthy 22 years later. Irvin ts chief 
engineer of a British parachute factory; Smith 
is the same for a fmendly American rival. 

And, due to their pioneering, over 2,000 
fliers in this country alone have escaped from 
disabled ships and lived to tell it. 

The services of the Smith family to para- 
chuting, however, by no means end with the 
contributions of husband and wife. A new 
figure appears on the scene now in the per- 
son of their son, Prevost. A graduate aero- 
nautical engineer, Prevost Smith has joined 
his father on the research angle and has de- 
veloped the world’s first parachute-testing 
tower. From a boom on this 50-foot structure 
a chute on a dummy can be whirled at any 
desired speed, opened at will, and the action 
studied at leisure in slow-motion movies made 
by a camera on the tower arm. 

“A great thmg,’’ says Smith the elder, not 
without pride. “In the past we've tossed dum- 
mies out of planes and tried to watch them 
on the way down — which has hmutations. 
Now we can actually see everything a chute 


does, repeated fifty tumes if need be. This 1s 


just like the wind tunnel for airplanes and 
will prove just as valuable.” : 


The point he makes is that while there has 
been a lot of jumping in the pas{ 20 years, 
there has been little scientific thought about 
it. The vast majority of jumps have been in 
a crisis when the act seemed a slightly lesser 
evil than death. And those who have made 
the most jumps — old-timers like “Stub” 
Campbell and John Tranum with 2,000 or 
more — were stunt men, not engineers. 

Now the engineering mind is going to find 
out some things. For instance, they want to 
know why one test chute will explode while 
another, under more severe conditions, wil! 
operate perfectly. Or why one turns inside 
out and the next one becomes a “streamer 
(doesn't open) while 10 more in the same 
batch of silk all behave beautifully 

Only the good ones go to market, of course, 
for all chutes are “drop tested.”’ And when 
you consider the difficulties under which they 
are used (usually without previous expe- 
rience) and note that the vast majority of the 
relatively few fatalities have been among 
stunt jumpers, you realize what a sterling 
record the life preserver of the air has. 


They’ve Got to be Good 


TS such a good record, in fact, that we 
take it for granted — yet this superlative 
performance doesn’t just happen. The para- 
chute represents generations of trial and error 
and its operation encompasses far more prac- 
tical physics than is apparent to the eye. 

In early Army tests, for example, they had 
men jumping off ladders with ropes tied 
around their chests to see how much shock 
they could stand when brought up short — 
as when a parachute opens. They found that 
a 12-foot drop was enough to knock a man 
unconscious — and on that basis that mod- 
ern harness was designed to dissipate and dis- 
tribute the shock of the opening impact. 

That was no problem for the old balloon 
jumpers, but it became a real one when 
planes began to move fast. And it reached its 
ultimate a few weeks ago when a test pilot 
with one of Floyd Smith's chutes bailed out 
of an Airacobra diving at more than 300 miles 
an hour. Without scientifically designed har- 
ness, the shock of being jerked from a speed 
of over 300 miles an hour to about 12 miles 
an hour would be fatal.

ET's talk about perfume, in an- 
ticipation of what almost every

An evening 
perfume hits an opulent note and 
has come-hither, like a décolletage 
gown or dinner dress slit to the knee.

So, to that one important bottle 
which we hope you find in your Christ- 
mas sock, add the other-occasion 
perfume, even if you have to give it 
to yourself, and even if it comes in a 
bottle no larger than your lipstick. 

How to apply perfume? To the 
pulse areas where gentle body heat 
touches it off, and not only intensifies 
the fragrance but holds it longer, 
thus necessitating the use of only the 
stingiest dabs of the precious stuff. 
Besides, most outer clothing is never 
too friendly to perfume. The excep- 
tion are furs and tweeds, which can 
take it, if perfume is sprayed on. 

But fnendliest and most responsive 
is your own skin at these spots: the

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ders, at the base of your throat, and 
along the hair-line from the temples 
to the backs of the ears. But don’t 
apply perfume to the hair itself un- 
less hair is pretty fresh. Perfume oils 
and hair-oils don’t always take to each 
other. 


There Are Exceptions 


Tis suggestion to apply perfume 
directly to the skin is by no means 
absolute. If your skin is quite dry, 
it may try to slake its thirst with your 
perfume oils, leaving you nothing 
much in the way of fragrance to waft 
about. If that is the case, spray your 
perfume on the lace of your undies or 
on your handkerchiefs. Or perfume- 
soak little cotton pellets, and cache 
these inside your dress, your purse 
and your hat band. 

To get the most out of your per- 
fume — that is the definite note you 
want it to strike and hold — and to 
keep the liquid line high tn your bottle, 
use one or more of the perfume- 
satellites to surround your important 
scent. These are toilet water, eau de 
cologne, and sachet, al] three of which 
you can use if you will ensemble 
them properly with your perfume. 


By ensembling, I mean matching or 
harmonizing your scents. 

Toilet water, which is a dilute of 
perfume and which can be matched 
to your important scent, gets local- 
ized application, just as perfume does. 
Confine it to the neck and shoulders. 
But it also lends itself to other inge- 
nious uses: a spray for your hair, a 
Sweetening rinse for your lingerie, 
the glamorizing of the paper with 
which you line the drawers of your 
clothes chests, the perfuming of the 
water in your bathtub. 


A Good Substitute 


Co ocxe, which can be harmonized 
with your perfume, can be substi- 
tuted for toilet water and, since it is 
usually less pronounced, can be used 
much more lavishly. In fact, you can 
slather it all over your body to empha- 
size freshness and to help prolong 
the note of your perfume. 

Sachet, matched to your perfume, 
does its bit in a more remote way — 
by invading your clothes as they lie 
in drawers or lingerie cases or hang 
in closets. 

There is something to be said about 
taking care of your perfume, guarding 
it against the petty larceny of light, 
heat and air. Best protection against 
the ultra-violet thief is the deluxe 
little cardboard box which houses 
your perfume. Lacking that, keep your 
perfume in a dark place. That spot 
should also be one where the tempera- 
ture remains static, since changes in 
that won't do your perfume any good. 

But the worst thief to be on guard 
against is air, since evaporation will 
filch more perfume from you than 
leakage will, though you usually 
watch out for that especially. To pre- 
vent evaporation, return the stopper 
to the bottle after you use your per- 
furme, and screw it tight. The stopper 
locks, and air can’t possibly sneak in, 
if you turn it so that the ground 
surfaces of the stopper and the bottle 
are lined up properly. Don’t worry 
about being unable to open your 
tightly-turned stopper. The stubborn- 
est one lets go of its grip if you will 
tap another piece of glass against it 
lightly. What does the trick is the 
vibration that comes when glass hits 
giass.

How'’the Navy Keeps Neat 


Tiwere are over 1,000 bluejackets 
on ga modern “‘battle wagon,” yet if 
you paid them a call, you'd think they 
hadn't a stitch to their names except 
the clothes on their backs. The aver- 
age housewife will find it simple to 
multiply Daddy, Junior and Uncle 
George by 333 — and envision moun- 
tains of sweaters left on newel posts, 
trousers draped over chairs, socks “‘put 
away’ on the bedroom floor. But not 
in the Navy. True, there is always 
somebody going around picking things 
up after you. Only on shipboard any- 
thing you leave “‘adrft”’ is promptly 
confiscated and put into the “lucky 
bag’’ — and the only way you can get 
it back, even if it’s your only pair of 
pants, ts to pay a penalty for your 
carelessness in the form of extra duty 
of some sort. 

Wouldn’t a scheme like that work 
in your house, Mrs. Reader? 

In the Navy the landlubber soon 
learns that the term “shipshape”’ 
means meticulously tidy. And no mat- 
ter how good a home a recruit comes 
from, the Navy’s toughest job is teach- 
ing him to keep trim — not so much 
from the hygienic standpoint as from 
the angle of neatness with his belong- 
ings and his working gear. The whole 
Navy attitude is epitomized by the 
coul of rope you see on a deck as con- 
trasted to the way we jumble it up in 
our basements. It all simmers down to 
plain efficiency: there is no space to 
waste on a ship, hence any disorder is 
inexcusable. And when you consider 
that disorder 1s the leading mechanical 
cause of our 4,850,000 home accidents, 
there is a significant tip there for the 
householder! 

This efficiency and space-economy

1S apparent in every phase of naval 


housekeeping. Take a 10-by-15 room, 
for example; if two civilians had to use 
it for a bedroom, they'd find them- 
selves pretty crowded. But on a mod- 
ern destroyer, 12 men and their be- 
longings would practically rattle 
around in that space, and 15 would 
just about fit comfortably. It’s all 
done with triple<ieck cots suspended 
from the walls or ““bulkheads,”’ as 
they say 


aboard ship. These cots, 


which are rapidly displacing hame- 
mocks, have springs, a mattress and 
two blankets. Pillows are eliminated 
by the expedient of rolling your outer 
clothing in a neat bundle and placing 
that under the mattress cover at vour 
head. 

Spare clothing and “personal gear”’ 
are stowed in a locker 24 inches square 
by 18 inches deep. The recruit is dis- 
mayed at the insurmountable problem 
of getting everything in that tiny area, 
but when he learns to fold and roll, 
Navy style, he finds that everything 
does just fit. 


Water, Water, Everywhere 


Nearness, naturally, extends to the 
person as well as to the gear. Even on 
a compact “‘tin can’”’ (destroyer), there 
are ample shower-bath facilities and 
rows of stainless-stee! washstands, al! 
with hot and cold running water. Lest 
you take such things for granted, re- 
member that scads of contemporary 
sailors recollect when each man got 
a half-bucket of water in the morning 
With this he cleaned his teeth, washed 
his face and hands, took a sponge bath 
end jaundered his clothes! 

The ultimate application of economy 
yf space is in the galley and scullery - 
kitchen to you, lady. The old-fash- 
ioned kitchen in my own house, for 
example, is 18 by 20. The architect 
certainly did not design it to accom- 
modate more than a dozen house- 
holders. Yet on the training ship, 
USS. Prairie State, itself an old- 
timer, they prepare food for over 500 
men in a galley smaller than that — 
feeding the whole gang in two shifts, 
cafeteria-style, in 55 minutes flat! The 
same efhiciency, in ratio, extends to 
feeding 1,200 to 1,500 men on a battle- 
ship 

Warship galleys resemble modern 
hotel kitchens, replete with batteries 
of double-compartment electric ranges, 
huge 60-gallon steam kettles for vege- 
tables, electric meat slicers, m:xing 


machines, coffee grinders, potato 
peelers and, of course, dishwashing 
machines. 


Being an old hand at dishwashing 
myself, I hadn't expected that the 
boys could teach me anything in this 
line, but they did. Even the newlywed, 
of course, knows that water which is 
too hot cooks certain residues, such as 
egg, on the dishes hence the pre- 
liminary coo! rinse beforehand. What 
surprised me, though, was to see them 
dip very greasy plates into water 
chilled with wce before putting them in 
the washing machines. The idea 1s to 
cake the grease hard first so that it 
will whisk off quickly in the machine— 
and I don’t see why the same princi- 
pie wouldn't work in hand washing at 
home. 

Be that as it may, the thing which 
interests the bluejacket (don’t call 
them “‘gobs’’) is the product of these 
galleys, not the methods. And if vou 
want to know what that product's 
like, just ask the next hundred sailors 
you see, ““How’'s the chow?”’ It 1s safe 
to bet that you'll get 100 answers — 
and they’l! all add up toSWELL. 

Right now they are saving space 
for the best feast of the year — Christ- 
mas dinner. The menu on every ship 
in the fleet will be every bit as luxur- 
jous as you'd get in the best hotels. 

And Christmas dinner isn’t any ex- 
ception to the rule. The rest of the 
year Navy chow is A-1, too. From the 
standpoint of cooking and from the 
standpoint of quality, quantity and 
varnety, these housekeepers with the 
rolling gait leave absolutely nothing to 
be desired 

Coming from a seafaring family, I 
Can assure you that it was not always 
thus. Back in the glorified days of 
frigates like the Constellation, it is a 
matter of record that the seaman got 
one pound of hard bread, one and a 
half pounds of salt beef and a half a 
pound of rice for a day’s provisions —
